Wa are vary familiar with Mr. Ortiz's case and 
hava raised it on a number of occasions witn Argentina 
authorities. Unfortunately , his applications to exercise 
the right of option to leave tha country have oeen 
denied and ha remains in detention. 

In general, the huaan rights situation has improved 
greatly in Argentina. Disappearances have virtually 
ceased. There have been no new detentions under the 
authority of the national executive power (PEN) in 
over a year. Cases of persons still under FEN detention 
are oeing systematically reviewed and prisoners released 
outright or under a form ot parole.
